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Mystery surrounds, the death of John 
Hazenmeier, a farmer, who lived four miles 
west of Lemont, in Will County. His charred 
body was found yesterday morning in the 
ruins of his bagn, which burned during the 
night. Circumstances seem to indicate a 
murder. Mr. Hazenmeier lived alone. His 
nearest neighbor was Thomas Farrell, who 
works on an adjoining farm. 

Farrell says he was awakened about 2 
o’clock in the morning. Noticing a bright 
light in the sky he looked out the window 
and saw his neighbor's barn burning. He 
says he dressed as quickly as possible and 
rode a horse to the scene of the fire. In pass- 
ing the house he noticed the door was wide 
open and a lamp burning op a table. Believ- 
ing he would find Hazenmeltler fighting the 
fire Farrell ran to the barn, but he found no 
one about. He tried each of the doors in 
turn, but all were securely fastened on the 
inside or locked from the outside. 

Knowing there were three horses in the 
barn Farrell secured an ax and broke open 
the door nearest them. He led one of the 
horses to the door, but there it broke away 
from him and plunged back into the flames, 
where with the others it was burned to 
death. By this time the fire was so hot Far- 
rell could do nothing. He returned to the 
house but could find no one. 

Attracted by the light of the fire several 
other farmers reached the scene before day- 
light and then a search for Hazenmeier was 
commenced. No one had seen him since the 
day before. 

Shortly after daylight the body was found 
in the ruins. It was not burned beyond 
recognition. Some time later a revolver was 
found in an adjoining shed. Four of the five 
chambers had been recently discharged. it 
is not known that Hazenmeier had a re- 
volver. All the residents are much excited 
over the mystery. It is believed the man 
was murdered and his body placed in the 
barn, after which the doors were locked and 
the building fired.

High Rates for Money. 

The principal comfort was the fact that 
the high rates for money prevented larger 
gold losses today, but it was evident that 
immediate measures for relief must be 
takea. The gold reserve officially stood at 
$72,688,080, but as there were withdrawals 
during the day of $3,400,000 the net reserve 
stood at $60,288,080. There was in the Treas- 


ury today $36,799,555 in gold bullion and 


$85,927.634 in gold coin. From that must be 
subtracted $50,089,100 in gold certificates. |

a continuance of the excitement in Wall 
street could not fail to have a serious effect 
on the gold reserve. The banks held last 
week $81,650,400 in legal tender notes, and 
all these may be presented for gold coin, 
more than wiping out the reserve. 

The effect of the conference was instan- 
taneous. A hurried consultation was held, 
at which it was decided that Congress 
should not adjourn at such a crisis. It was 
not known exactly what it was necessary 
to do, but it was felt that any emergency 
might arise. There was only time for a 
hurried special message to Congress repre- 
senting the gravity of the situation. 

A telephone message was sent to the Sen- 
ate to head off an adjournment resolution, 
and then the special message was concocted 
with utmost haste. It was put together so 
‘hurriedly that the original draft is in two 
different handwritings, and there are one 
or two grammatical errors which would not 
have been passed had there been oppor- 
tunity for revision. 

As it was it was a close shave, for had the 
House remained in session until after the 
commission bill passed the Senate a joint 
resolution for adjournment would have been 
‘agreed to, and it would have been impossible 
to get Congress together again. The Wall 
street influence, which could not prevent 
the passage of the Venezuela bill by the 
Senate, did succeed in stopping the adjourn- 


ment of Congress.

Leaders Practically Decide to Heed 
Cleveland’s Request. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—{Special.}— 
There will be no holiday recess of Congress. 
That was practically decided tonight by the 
Republican leaders as the result of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s sudden special message. 

It was more of a surprise than anything 
which has taken place in the whole Venezu- 
elan affair. The Senate had practically ad- 
journed for the day, being in legislative ses- 
sion to consider the adjournment and talk 
over in privacy the action just taken on 
Venezuela. A resolution was agreed to for 
an adjournment tomorrow until Jan. 6. The 
House had previously passed a resolution 
for an adjournment today, so it was neces- 
sary to concur with the Senate amendment. 
It was all understood the House would ac- 
cept the amendment tomorrow, and Congress 
would adjourn for the usual holiday recess. 

That was the condition when word 
was received from the White House that a 
message was on the way. The Senate went 
into open session at once. There were no 
spectators and only a few correspondents 
present. Many of the Senators had gone 
home and the House side of the Capitol was 
given over to the scrubbers and cleaners. 
It was 4:30 when Secretary Cox began to 
read the message from the President of the 
United States. At best Mr. Cox is not a 
success as a reader and this afternoon he 
was agitated by the suddenness of the thing, 
so that he stumbled and repeated himself 
frequently. . 

Halt the Senators on the floor could make 
neither head nor tail of the message and in 
the press gallery the best that could be 


to the President, who, it was conceded, had 
but performed his loftiest duty in setting 
forth in forcible words the concrete senti- 
ment of the American people in his recent 
message on the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute. 

It was openly and bravely stated on the 
Senate floor that concerted action was be- 
ing taken by the money magnates of En- 
gland to bring pressure to bear to set aside 
the threatened investigation proposed by 
the President through the story that nothing 
but party politics had prompted the Pres- 
ident’s action; and it was also prociaimed 
that Wall street, while the te was in 
progress, had been ate cham- 
ber with telegraphic messages p ing 
the direst panic on record if the Senate in- 
sisted upon adopting the House bill. But the 
Senators were not to be intimidated. 

“Why,” said Mr. Teller in his strong, force- 
ful speech, every Chamber of Commerce 
and Board of Trade in the United States, ex- 
cept in New York, favors upholding the Pres- 
ident’s action and the insistence upon the 
principles of the Monroe doctrine. Sup ose 
stocks do go off, this country need not be 
dfaturbed.”’ 

Not Subservient to Money Power. 

And Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts and Mr. 
Chandler of New Hampshire took occasion 
to serve notice on the money powers of Lon- 
don, who seemed to be striving to create a 
panic by disposing of American securities, 
that the patriotic sentiment of the United 
States could not be influenced by such a 
course, and that the people of this country 
should stand up to the last for what they 
believed to be the right. Congress would 
do its duty, no matter what the financial 
operators of Wall street might do. 

There was an apparent desire to alter the 
form and weaken the force of Mr. Hitt’s 
original measure granting money and em- 
powering the President to select a commis- 
sion. The older members of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, with the exception of 
Mr. Morgan, the Chairman, jealous of the 
shadowy prerogatives or the Senate, de- 
sired to place the approval of the President's 
selections in the hands of the Senate through 
confirmation, and it also sought to restrict 
the membership of the commission to fhree. 
There was also a desire manifested to make 
it possible for the President to select, say, 
a member of the Supreme Court, or a Sen- 
ator, or some other high governmental oi- 
ficer, as shown in a third amendment, hand- 
ed up by the Foreign Relations committee, 
to exempt any one who might be selected 
from the restrictions of the law of 1804, pro- 
hibiting an officer of the government from 
being appointed upon an international com- 
mission. This prohibition was the outcome 
of the Blount nomination by President 
Cleveland. 

No Limit of Time. 


Another amendment, that proposed by Mr. 
Lodge yesterday, looking to the fixing of a 
date for the representative so as to take it 
out of the possible zone of political manipu - 
lation was abandoned, Mr. Lodge announc- 
ing that he had no desire to press it, for the 
occasion was not one of politics in any sense, 
and that no President could be capable ot 
projecting such a measure for the purpose 
of aiding his ambitions. 

With the three amendments set forth forth 


above, the House bill came up for debate a 


little after 1 o’clock today, and the oratorical 
exhibition was continued without interrup- 
tion for three hours. The galleries were 
filled, and even the diplomatic benches held 
two interested listeners to the speeches—a 
military attaché of the French Legation and 
an attaché of the Venezuelan Legation. 
From the moment the eloquent chaplain in- 
voked the aid of God upon the proceedings of 
the day interest centered in the one absorb- 
ing theme pending in the Senate.

DETECTIVE AGENCY HELPED LEON. 


Startling Revelation Made in the Dia- 
mond Fraud Case. 

In making an investigation of the case of 
Harry Leon, the diamond broker who at- 
tempted to defraud New York diamond mer- 
chants, the Pinkerton National Detective 
Agency has received information that he 
was assisted materially by an alleged de- 
tective agency in this city.

was made, and was assisted by them in 
secreting the diamonds. 

Leon, Rohr says, was taken to the rooms 
of the agency and kept there several hours. 
His attorney was sent for and Leon and the 
attorney left the place in a carriage. Leon 
will be confronted with this evidence when 
he arrives in this city from Mexico, where 
he was arrested last week. 


FATAL ACCIDENT TO J. F. FISHER. 


Cat Down by a Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois Train. ‘ 

John F. Fisher, residing in Fifty-ninth 
street, Englewood, was struck by a Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois passenger train at the 
Sixty-third street crossing of the Western 
Indiana tracks at 8 o’clock last evening and 
died twenty minutes later at the Englewood 
Union Hospital. 

Fisher attempted to cross the tracks be- 
hind a passing freight train and walked in 
front of a train approaching from the op- 
posite direction. He was able to tell his 
name after being cut down, but died without 
saying anything more. 

From papers found it was learned he lived 
in Fifty-ninth street. He was about 55 
years of age.

Long, who has been in Denver, Colo., on ac- 
count of her delicate health, was summoned 
to the city by telegraph and arrived yester- 
day. The disease which resulted in Mr. 
Long’s death was dropsy. He had been 
complaining for many years, and as he was 
a wealthy man he made yearly tours in 
search of health and had traveled nearly in 
every part of the world. 

Mr. Long was 56 years old, and one of the 
best-known characters on the levee, where 
he was considered as everybody's“ friend. 


His daughter, who is 12 ie old, is being

Life Crowded with Incidents. 


John Long’s life is full of interesting in- 
cidents. He was born in Rochester, N. T., 
and spent his early days on his uncle’s farm 
near Hartland, III. Dennis Long, his uncle, 
owned considerable land near Woodstock, 
and John worked on his uncle’s farms. At 
the age of 18 he became fascinated with the 
circus business, and for several years after- 
ward traveled about the States with J. E. 
Warner’s circus as ticket-seller and after- 
ward as manager. 

Some twenty-five years ago he came to 
Chicago. Long Before that time he had met 
E. J. Lehman, and when he arrived in the 
city Lehman gave him a start. 

With the money loaned him Long started 
a 10-cent store at No. 312 State street. The 
business was a success, and later it was re- 
moved to the premises where the Boston 
Store now is. There Long managed a 99-cent 
store, and after running it several years he 
sold out to S. Guy Sea, who afterward went 
to New York and died of consumption. 


Start in the Show Business. 


The love for show business, however, was- 
born in Long, and at his solicitation Leh- 
man, who was coining money in the Fair, 
built the Garden Theater. 

It was a variety house, and many respect- 
able Chicagoans who are now married re- 
member their first visit to this resort. Joe 
Suits and Jim King were Long’s assistants. 
King died many yearsago. Suits is the own- 
er of the all-night restaurant and saloon at 
Twenty-second and State streets. 

After several years of succesful manage- 
ment Long took charge of the Park Theater. 
For fifteen years he has had charge of the 
place. In the early days Assistant Superin- 
tendent Ross and Inspector Fitzpatrick 
traveled beat in front of his theater. He 
was the man who brought out James W. 
Kelly, the comedian, who had been working 
in the North Chicago rolling mills and made 
a hit as Kelly, the rolling mill man.“ 

The prize-fights which took place in the 
Park are still fresh in the memories of 
the sports who witnessed them in the days 
when pugilistic recitals were thought to be 
the proper thing. 

Long died a wealthy man and his estate is 
estimated at $100,000 or more. 


Always Helped His Fellows. 

His charity will live after him. He wasa 
plain man, who did good secretly, and de- 
tested notoriety. 

When an unfortunate man or woman died 
and there was no money to furnish the fu- 
neral expenses it was John Long’s pocket- 
book which was opened to defray the cost. 
His manager, Nick“ Norton, said last night 
Long has a stack of I. O. U.s which would 
fill a good-sized bureau drawer.. 

Often strangers would apply for help. “Give 
this old man $5, Nick,.“ Long would say, 
„and take his I. O. U.“ The $5 would be 
handtd over and perhaps this was the last 
of the loan. .

VANDERBILT TALKS OF TORPEDOES, 


Says We Will Begin by Closing Our 
Ports Against England. 
London, Dec. 20.—A dispatch to the Chron- 
icle from Brussels quotes an interview had 
by a representative of the Soir with Mr. W. 
K. Vanderbilt, in which the latter said: 
“Everything is possible, for we shall not 
yield. an inch.

Thig congress will 
carry through the project. for a customs 
union elaborated by the late Mr. Blaine.“

When the measure was in the House it 
was safe, for under the rules of that rege 
debate may be cut off at any time, and if 
necessary a special rule may be passed fix- 
ing a time for a vote. In the Senate, how- 
ever, there is no such a thing as the previ- 
ous question, and debate may proceed in- 
definitely. There is absolutely no way of 
forcing a vote. A single objection would 
have required the bill to be laid over until 
tomorrow. In addition to this, the Senate 
is divided up into three parties, none of 
which has control. To further complicate 
matters, some of the more foolish silver 
cranks injected a financial question into the 
debate. This had to be disposed of before 
the Venezuelan bill could proceed. 

Then, too, the bill prepared in the House 
assailed one of the prerogatives of the Sen- 
ate, the right of confirmation, and awakened 
unpleasant reminiscences of Blount and his 
action in Hawaii. Two of the oldest Senat- 
ors, Morgan and Sherman, Democrat and 
Republican, the present and the future 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations commit- 
tee, wanted to press the amendments. . 

Half the members of the Senate had tele- 
ms ffom Wall street, New York, and 
te street, Boston, protesting against has- 

ty action and predicting a panic in stocks. 

To cap the climax the fiery Tillman of 
South Carolina got into a personal dispute 
with Senator Chandler and was promptly

without even a roll-call.

REBELS ARE PATRIOTS AND RETIRE 


Junta Orders Them to Discontinue Op- 
erations for the Present. 

New York, Dec. 20.—[(Special.J—A cipher 
dispatch reached the Venezuelan revoju- 
tionary directory in this city this evening 
which stated that instructions had been 
sent from fhe headquarters of the Junta at 
Grenada to the leaders of the insurgent 
bands in the disturbed districts of the States 
of Bermudez, Miranda, and Lara not to en- 
gage in any further warfare, and to retreat 
into t spur of the Cordilleras and there 
await further orders. It will be weeks be- 
fore these hardy mountaineers of the revolu- 
tionary forces will reach their places of 
concealment. Instructions have also been 
sent to Gen. José Amparan to disband the 
rebel forces in Coro and Maracaibo. The 
arms and munitions of war are to be carried 
and concealed in the heart of the Andes, in 
the State of Los Andes. 

London, Dec. 21.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Rio Janeiro says that the Brazilian 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies have 
adopted a resolution approving President 
Cleveland’s message. The press is divid- 
ed,“ says the Times dispatch. The princi- 
pal journals oppose the American preten- 
sions.

ENGLAND GAVE ASSENT TO MONROE. 


Ex-Secretary of the Navy Thompson 
Has That Impression. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Ex-

there is in thé State Department something 
in the nature of a formal assent from Great 
Britain to the Monroe doctrine.

Owner of a Gold Concession Presides 
at a Meeting in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 20.—The British Guia- 
nese in Boston have begun an agitation 
against the enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine. Ata special meeting of the Unione 
de Loyale la Guyane Britannique tonight 
Robert Seon, an official at Georgetown, Brit- 
ish Guiana, and the head of the Seon syndi- 
cate which operates gold fields on the Es- 
sequibo River and tributaries, denounced 
the Monroe doctrine and declared that the 
Government of British Guiana had advised 
the Imperial Government not to submit the 
Essequibo district to arbitration under any 
circumstances. 


TWENTY-NINE MORE MINERS KILLED. 


Fire Damp Explodes in a Mine Near 
Dayton, Tenn. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec. 20.—Twenty- 
nine miners lost their lives today in the Nel- 
son mine, Entry No. 10, near Dayton, Tenn., 
by an explosion of fire damp. 

The explosion was succeeded by a terrific 
crash, which indicated the roof of the pass- 
age through which they had entered had 
fallen in. No avenue of escape was left. 

The mine is the property of the Dayton 
Coal and Iron company, three miles from 
the Town of Dayton, and reached by a spur 
track. ‘The men, both white and colored, in- 


eluding several boys, entered the mine to go 


to work at 7 o'clock this morning, but noth- 
ing of the awful catastrophe was known un- 


_til 11 o’clock, when the drivers at Entry No. 


10 found their way blecked by a solid wall 
of coal and slate. 

The Nelson mine has been worked for 
twelve years or more, and the entry where 
the unfortunate miners are entombed ran 
back more than two miles from the mouth

SALISBURY WILL SOON BE HEARD. 


Will Speak on the Venezuelan Subject 
in Public. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. 

London, Dec. 20.—[(Copyright, 1895, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.j]—Lord Salisbury has paid only a 
flying visit of a few hours to London from 
Hatfield during the last two days. 

At his great country house in Hertford- 
shire he is quite unapproachable except by 
his carefully selected guests. At the For- 
eign Office in Downing street it is altogether 
impossible for any but his Cabinet or in- 
timates to meet him except by appointment 
through his secretaries. 

He is doubtless the most carefully seclud- 
ed Premier Great Britain has had in a cen- 
tury. He is never seen on the streets or in 
London outside of his ceupé in which he sits 
always, I think, alone with an arm through 
each of the straps on either side, his head 
bent over his breast, and his eyes apparently 
closed. In the front seat of the official or 
opposition bench he rarely speaks to his 
neighbors and one foot beats a continual 
tattoo on the floor. 


The World correspondent sought to con- 


vey to him personally a suggestion that, in 
view of the excited feeling in the United 
States, which certainly might end in forcing 
a war, a message from him in his personal 
and unofficial capacity that is freed from the 
diplomatic restraints of an official com- 
munication, and expressing the general feel- 
ing of the British people toward their kin 
beyond the seas, would be productive of the 
greatest international benefit at this junc- 


ture. 

His. secretary as Forgign Minister, the 
Hon. Mr. Barrington, and his secretary as 
Premier, Mr. Neville, were both seen in 
Downing street. 

For a Personal Interview. 

They received the World correspondent 
with the greatest courtesy, and Mr. Barring- 
ton, after a full conversation and a state- 
ment to the effect as above, promised to lay 
the request for the personal interview and 
the suggestion in the fullest form before the 
Premier today. They, as does every reading 
man in England, indeed, talked much of the 
World’s editorial on the message, which has 
been printed in every English newspaper, 
and continues today, as yesterday, as the 
leading text of comment in every newspaper, 
however prominent or obscure. 

This afternoon Mr. Barrington again re- 
ceived the. World correspondent. He.said 
that Lord Salisbury had carefully sid- 
ered and discussed the suggestion The 
Premier desired to.thank the editor of the 
World for the suggestion and offer to cable 
whatever he might say, but he thought it 
—— to send such a message in that 

orm. 

He should probably, however, take early 
occasion to express his personal sentiments 
toward the United States in some public ad- 
dress on the platform or at a public dinner. 

The English press, London or provincial, 
give their readers no real idea that the situ- 
ation may be a serious one, with the sole@ex- 
ception, perhaps, of the London Chronicle. 
The Standard expresses full reliance in the 
conservatism of the Senate and builds, in 
fact, fresh argument for a conservative sec- 
ond chamber and for the permanence of the 
House of Lords. It refers to the unanimity 
of continental opinion, not, however, allud- 
ing to the silence of the Russian press, but 
notes that while told that we are altogether 
in the right in this quarrel we must not look 
for direct and positfve assistance should 
matters be pushed to extremes.“ 


Race of Cromwell and Lincoln. 


You have had through press agencies full 
extracts from all the English papers, but 
perhaps not the following from the Chroni- 
cle: Is it incumbent on English journalists 
to show that we measure the immense re- 
sponsibility that belongs to all the interpret- 
ers of Anglo-Saxon opinion, to all who be- 
lieve that the progress and happiness of the 
world lie largely with the race that gave 
birth to Cromwell and to Lincoln?“ 

This, indeed, has been the policy of prac- 
tically the whole English press. Few ex- 
pressions, indeed, have found their way into 
any London or provincial journal of a hos- 
tile feeling toward America, nearly all of 
them continuing to express the opinion that 
the whole agitation is only a temporary po- 
litical maneuver, not meant to be accepted 
seriously, nor at all expected to lead to hos- 
tilities. 

The Times, however, prints several col- 
umns of letters from Anglo-Americans and 
Americans begging its readers to appreciate 
the real depth and the vast extant of feeling 
in America for a full enforcement of the 
en doctrine at the cost of war if neces- 

ry. ‘ 

Prof. Goldwin Smith cables’ to the Pall 
Mall Gazette from Toronto to much the 
same effect, and the St. James Gazette 
regrets that Lord Salisbury should have 
gone beyond the simple defense of English 
claim in regard to the disputed territory 
and have discussed the general issue of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

The New York correspondents of all the 
London journals, except the Times and Pall 
Mall Gazette, deprecate the reality of any 
genuine war feeling in the States.

Canadians Are Getting Ready to Be 
Hostile Near Toronto. 
Toronto, Ont., Dec. 2U.—{Special.]—There 

is battle in the air since the newspapers 

began commenting on the possibility of war 
between Canada and the United States. 

Capt. Baldwin, formerly of the Body Guards 

but now of the Third Dragoon Guards, is 

arranging to form a new corps, to be known 
as the Duke of York's Lancers, with head- 
quarters at Davisville, near Toronto. 

Montreal, Que., Dec. 20,—{Special.}—At an 
entertainment of the Montreal High School 
last night the Rev. Prof. Shaw, dean of the 
Methodist College, expressed hope that the 
students would be prepared to stand shoulder 
to shoulder to resist any invasion from the 
United States. The students responded in 
a body by standing on their chairs and shout- 
ing till they were hoarse. 

Uttawa, Ont., Dec. 20.—Officials of the gov- 
ernment claim that in case of war between 
Gregt Britain and the United States Canada 
could in twenty-four hours put 30,000 fully 
equipped men into the field and hold any 
force the United States is likely to bring 
against this country in check for a couple 
of months at least. 

The situation is generally viewed as one 
of the greatest gravity, calling for prompt 
preparations for defense, but not for any 
alarm. 

In the event of hostilities Gen. Montgomery 
More, Commander of the imperial forces at 
Halifax, would take charge of the defense 
as the senior imperial officer in the country. 

The Journal says on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion: “The Dominion Government should 
take time by the forelock and take all rea- 
sonable steps to insure our making as good 
a showing as we can if invasion comes. 


FINANCIAL AUTHORITY HAS BEARS. 


New York Comment Generally Unfa- 
vorable to the Last Message. 
New York, Dec. 20,—[Special.]—George Gd. 
Williams, President of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank, one of the strongest financial 
institutions in the world, said today of the 
financial disturbance: “Of course the dis- 
turbance in the exchanges of this country 
and Europe is caused by President Cleve- 
land’s message on Venezuela. I don’t want 
to look far ahead. The prospect is not a 
pleasant one. These people who are throw- 
ing up their hats and hurrahing for war 

don’t know what they are doing. 

“The English bankers will certainly make 
reprisal by calling on their credits in this 
country if they fear war. Mark you, I don’t 
expect war. I fear it—fear lest it be de- 
clared. In that sense we all fear war. It is 
that fear that produces this excitement on 
the exchanges." 

Chauncey M. Depew freely expressed his 
views tonight regarding President Cleve- 
land's message and the influence it has ex- 

‘erted over financial affairs in America. 
The President's message on the Venezuelan 
affairs became known. last Tuesday after- 
noon after the close of business,’’ he said. 
“Two commercial days have passed and by 
this time busines-men understand the full 
purport of the message, and it has accom- 
plished the financial result of a shrinkage in 
American securities of $400,000,000 in the two 
days. Today, including the shrinkage in 
the value of industrials and the money lost 
by the suspension of the movement in grain, 
cotton, and manufactured products, there 
has been a loss of about $4,000,000 more. 
This loss has been borne entirely by our in- 
vestors and business-men, and by those for- 
eigners who have been friendly enough to 
us, with confidence enough in us, to buy our 
securities.“ 

Russell Sage— The tone of President 
Cleveland's message of today is much more 
conciliatory than the Venesuelan message. 
I do not look upon either one as a piece of 
jingoism.”’ 

Henry Clews— For my part I cannot see 
where the Monroe doctrine can possibly 
apply to this particular case. It is simply a 
dispute about a boundary line between the 
British possessions in South America and 
Venezuela.“ 

Washington E. Connor— There has been 
a demoralized market for American securi- 
ties owing to a misconception on the part of 
foreign houses as to the true sentiment of 
the American people in regard to the Vene- 
zuelan dispute. The sentiment is strong 
against this country determining what the 
true boundary is and making threats of war 
in connection with such a movement.” 

Charles L. Tiffany of Tiffany & Co., Union 
Square—"I think President Cleveland and 
Congress were in a little too much of a 
hurry.” 

John H. Inman, one of New York’s great- 
est merchants— The business losses in con- 
sequence of it will be very heavy. It was a 
grave blunder, and the worst of itis we have 
not yet seen the end. There are twelve 
months before us in which we shall feel the 
effects.”’ 

John Claflin, President of the H. B. Claflin 
company, dry goods The effect of the mes- 
sage was to frighten every one and to make 
the future entirely uncertain, Consequent- 
ly we are again in the depths of depression, 
and we shall remain there until it becomes 
apparent that no war will result from the 
most unfortunate action of the President.“ 

Regarding the President's last message 
the metropolitan papers say: 

Journal— It would be well for Congress to 
consider the issue of a series of small popu- 
lar bonds, such as could be readily taken up 
by the plain people,“ who at this critical 
juncture are the main supporters of the 
President in his policy of faithfully apply- 
ing the Monroe doctrine.

And he did. While he waited for Mr. 
Reynolds, Justice Blume explained the sit- 
uation to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE.

Express Wagon.

T. Barton, No. 488 Ogden avenue, was killed 
shortly after noon yesterday by a Chicago 
and Northwestern train at Elizabeth and 
Kinzie streets.

Milwaukee avenue.

BLOCKS SOUTH SIDE CABLE SYSTEM. 


Careless Gripman Neglects to Drop the 
Cable and Makes a Mess. 

The ancient “pick-up” accident happened 
again yesterday to the South Side cable sys- 
tem, throwing both the State street and Wa- 
bash avenue lines out of use for fifteen min- 
utes. 

In passing Wabash avenue and Twenty~- 
first street about 9 o’clock in the morning 
a gripman, although warned by three signs 
in succession, neglected to drop the cable. 
The result was a bad mess, the grip throw- 
ing the cable off one of the drums. 

As the State street and Wabash avenue 
cables use the same drums at that point 
both the cables had to be stopped till the 
damage was repaired. 


FINDS LAKE WATER CONTAMINATED 


City Chemist Kennicott Completes a 
Series of Analyses. 
City Chemist Kennicott has completed 


analyses of the lake water at various places, 


and finds it all bad. He took samples some 
days ago from the Lake View, Hyde Park, 
and Chicago Avenue Pumping Stations, and 
found the water at all these places badly con - 
taminated. That from Lake View and Hyde 
Fark was, however, more so than was the 
sample from the old two-mile crib taken 


from the Chicago Avenue Station. Dr. Ken- 


nicott added, until the present conditions 
change, all water used for drinking pur- 
poses should be boiled.

ELECTRICAL EXPERTS. TALK SHOP..| 


Future of Railway Work and Other 
Subjects Discussed. 

„What Next in Electrical Railway Work?“ 

was the theme of discussion at the meeting 

of the Chicago Electrical Associa * 


Standard Oil 
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Was composed of loose boards laid crosswise 
in the mud on either side of the street ear 
tracks. Old residents say when the ‘buses 
ran rattling over those boards the mud often 
flew in streams over the tops of the buses. 
Since that time, however, the pavement of 
any street in the business district of Chicago 
has not been as bad as Wabagh avenue was 
yesterday, And Fifth avenue was only a 
shade better in condition. 

The trouble with the two streets is almost 
entirely due to nature and the Union Loop 
company. During all the freezing weather 
of the fall and early winter the Union Loop 
company kept excavating and filling in both 
Wabash and Fifth avenues. On account of 
the constant cold during that time no water 
was used to pack down the earth where 
holes were filled in, and as a result only a 
portion of the material excavated was re- 
placed. In consequence the soaking rains 
of the last five days have finally removed 
the last of the frost from the ground and 
the earth has settled under the pavement 
wherever holes were dug. 


In Peril of Holes. 

So pronounced has this settling become 
that in many places the pavement has 
caved in and holes ranging in depth from 
one to five feet have been opened up in the 
two thoroughfares. Many times the settling 
has become so great and widespread that 
the cross walks, car tracks, and even por- 
tions of the sidewalks have been carried 
down and tipped into various dangerous 
angles and siants. In other places which 
do not yet show the effect of the thaw, the 
pavement hoids itself up by the pressure of 
the blocks on each other, aithough the earth 
has settled a dangerous amount underneath. 
In such cases the weight of horse or man 
will break through the top shell and most 
serious accidents may result. : 

Fifth avenue is in a sorry condition from 
Randolph to Van Buren streets. North of 
Adams the elevated loop foundations were 
laid with little trouble and early in the fall. 
In consequepce there are merely spots five 
feet square every thirty or forty feet on 
each side of the track which have sunk down 
from one to two feet. But below Adams street 
a more serious state of affairs begins. Along 
the east side of the street an enormous ditch 
was dug to move the Edison electric mains 
out of the way of the foundation piers. This 
ditch has settled throughout the entire 
distance from Adams to Van Buren streets, 
and in consequence there is no pavement 
worthy of the name on the east half of the 
street in those two blocks. 

In front of Marshall Field & Co.’s whole- 
sale establishment there was an apparently 
bottomless lake of black water occupying 
the west half of Fifth avenue for nearly 


a block. At that point the street car tracks ¢ 4 


were the only part of the street available 
for teams, and in two places the tracks had 
sunk a foot or more. At Jackson, street 
the crossing with Fifth avenue was a menace 
to life and property. The policeman there 
reported several teams stuck, but no serious 
damage. A gas main, broken by the settling 
of the ground at that point, added to the 
general demoralization. Holes three feet 
deep had caved in in many places and it 
was only by the most careful driving and 
constant care on the part of the policeman 
serious accidents were avoided. 


Property-Owners Complain. 

Along the east side of Fifth avenue the 
caving in had allowed the water to run di- 
rectly into the basements. In the block 
from-Jackson to Van Buren streets several 
owners were complaining of the state of 
affairs. The L. Hartman company, Jackson 
and Fifth avenue, was the worst sufferer, 
2 six inches of water above the basement 

oor. 

Wabash avenue was in a much more dan- 
gerous state than Fifth avenue. The south- 
ern part of the Union Loop company’s work 
has been done recently and suffered more 
seriqusly than any of the rest. From Jack- 
son to Congress streets huge holes had 
opened up in both sides of the street close 
to the cable tracks. In these cave-ins signs, 
boards, and even barrels had been stuck to 
warn teamsters of the danger. In one place 


a barrel so used had sunk down to within a 


few inches of the level of the pavement. The 
policemen on duty along the street said new 
holes were opening up every few minutes. 

At Adams street and Wabash avenue in 
the morning the caving in of the earth 
‘threw a horse into one of the Union Loop ex- 
cavations. The harness was cut and a rope 
fastened under the animal, but it was nearly 
an hour before the workmen could rescue it 
from its perilous position. The excavation 
at that point increased so greatly by the 
afternoon that a mah had to be posted there 
to keep teams from driving along the east 
track of Wabash avenue The track itself 
gradually became unsafe at that point, in the 
opinion of the crossing policeman, the slot 
widening to nearly double its width and the 
east rail sinking several inches, but the cable 
cars did not stop using it. 


This state of affairs on Wabash and Fifth [ 


avenues was early brought to the notice of 
Street Superintendent R. J. MacDonald. 
He had a lively session with the Union Loop 
representatives at 10 o’clock. As a resuk 
Mr. MacDonald said a gang of men would 
straighten out the two streets temporarily, 
beginning work at once. Both avenues, he 
said, would be put passable condition to 
last out the winter, and when spring came 
the city would force the Union Loop com- 
peny to put in new pavement from curb to 
curb.

: Formation of Classes. 

Strict rules were recommended to control 
the formation and continuation of classes of 
a limited number of pupils, and a number of 
changes were advised in the course of study 
in the high schools.

Jour committee recommends the rules of 
the board be so changed that after a salary 
has been once fixed at the beginning of the 
year it shall not be changed until the be- 
ginning of the next year.“ 

Regarding the retirement of teachers the 
committee had this to say: 

“It is recommended the Superintendent 
investigate rigidly the work being done by 
teachers in our schools and report to the 
proper committee, as required by the rules, 
the standing of the teachers, and all teachers 
who are incapacitated by !ong service from 
doing satisfactory work be placed at once 
on the retirement list.’’ 

The powers of the General Superintendent 
were recommended to be greatly enlarged.

NORMAL SCHOOL MATTER GOES OVER 


After Some Discussion It Is Passed for 
Further Consideration. 

No decision was reached by the Board of 
Education last night in regard to the pro- 
posed transfer of the Cook County Normal 
School to the city. After a long and heated 
discussion the whole matter was laid over, 
on motion of L. O. Kohtz, until the next 
meeting. It came up in the report of the 
Judiciary committee, which embodied the 
articles of agreement and the opinion of the 
attorney of the board as to the title to the 
school. 

After the reading of the report J. S. Miller 
offered a resolution, as a substitute for the 
report, which called out the discussion. One 
provision of the report authorized the city, 
in accepting the transfer, to take possession 
at the end of the school yearin June. Mr. 
Miller’s resolution provided for immediate 
possession on receipt of deed of sale, on the 
ground it was the only condition the County 
Board would accept. 

After discussion Mr. Miller withdrew 
his resolution and offered an amendment 
striking out the clause in the report in refer- 
ence to taking possession at the end of the 
year. Another debate ensued, 
Kohtz moved the whole matter be laid over 
until the next meeting, which was so or- 
dered, the vote being 13 to 7.

' Amicable Settlement of the Trouble

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 20.— The great 
trolley strike is in all probability off. 
Late tonight Mayor Warwick succeeded 
in inducing a proposition to be made look- 
ing to an amicable settlement of the trouble.

Traction company to the strikers and is that 
if the men will come back to work and peace 
is restored the management will cordially 
and considerately receive the committee from 
the ranks of their employés and will hear 
their complaints and grievances and remedy 
the same within the range of fairness. 
The proposition was given to the Mayor, to 
the Rev. Dr. Baker, and Mr. Griffith of the 
Christian League, and it was authorized to 
be made by the traction management. 


Send for Debs and McBride. 

The strike leaders tonight sent telegrams 
to Eugene V. Debs, President of the Amer- 
ican Railway’ Union, and John McBride of 
the American Federation of Labor asking 
them to come to this city forthwith. A reply 

Was received from Debs. It said: “Will 

come on soon as possible.“ McBride is 
thought to be in Indianapolis, and the dis- 
patch was sent there. No answer from him 
had been received up to a late hour. 

Every car is again in its stable tonight, al- 
though they ran with more frequency today 
than at any time since the struggle began. 
The formidable police regulations were ef- 
fective in maintaining order pretty generally. 

Two More Riots. 

There were two outbreaks this afternoon, 
however, both violent.

THE SAD PLIGHT OF A VETERAN

Charles A. Rogers Stricken with Locomo- 
tor Ataxia—Suffered Night and Day 
for YearseHow a New Light 
Came Into His Life.

TELLS OF ANOTHER MARVELOUS CURE 


EE. S. Atwood’s Experience with 
New Diphtheria Treatment, 
Chicago, Dec. 20, 1895.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—After reading the various articles 
in THe TRIBUNE relative to the Dr. Bracelin’s

On the evening of Dec. 18th I was called 
upon to treat a sore throat. The patient, a 
woman 32 yrs. old, light complexion, spare 
build, but of strong constitution, occupation 
houseke®tping. 

In fact 
the whole of the pharynx was badly swolen, 
temperature 101.

When I saw her again at 5 p. m. she could 
hardly talk at all and at two places on the 
right tonsil there was a tendency to point- 
ing, but no white points. There was great 
weakness; temperature 102%... Dry skin, 
parched lips, diziness, and that eculiar 
smell of the breath that I have been led 
by practice to associate with a case of 
diphtheria;an anxious expression of the face. 

At 5 p. m. Dec. 19th I commenced to use 
the Dr. Bracelin inhalator and kept it up at 
short intervals for 7 hours, when she began 
to have short naps, and from 4a. m. the 20th 
inst. she had sound and restful sep for 
about 5 hours, breathing easily. At 9 a. m. 
of the 20th inst. her temperature was but a 
fraction over 99. The swelling had gone 
down.and the mucous membrane was look- 
ing almost a natura! pink over the pharynx, 
and she could talk-so as to be fairly well 
understood. 

She has improved rapidly during the day 
with no other treatment than the inhalation 
once in about 2 hours and the use of 10 grs. 
of quinine. This evening she has been able 
to eat and enjoy a light meal. 

While I do not claim that I have positive 
proof that this was or is a case of diphtheria 
still I did not feél justified in delaying vig- 
orous and close treatment of the case any 
longer, and must say that I was surprised

Declines in Nearly All Local Securities 
and Heavy Traing on the Stock 


Exchange—West and North Chicago 


Stocks, Elevated Stocks, Diamond 
Match, and Western Stone Hardest | 
. Hit—Disquieting Rumors from New 
York Prove to Be False. 

‘The Chicago stock market showed serious 
declines in nearly all securities yesterday 
in sympathy with the break in the New York 
market. In fact the declines were more se- 
rious than for any other day in the history 
of the exchange. West Chicago, North Chi- 
cago, Lake Street, Alley L., Diamond 
Match, and Western Stoné were the securi- 
ties which showed the heaviest declines, 
These showed declines of from % to 8% 
points and in each cuse the sales were heavy. 
From the time the market opened at 10 
o’clock until it closed at 2 all sorts of dis- 
quieting rumors were afloat and these re- 
sulted in heavy selling of the-various secur- 
ities. 

Lake Street L.“ was the stock in which 
there was the most activity, though it was 
not the stock which showed the greatest de- 
cline. Lake Street opened at 22% account 
from a close the day before at 23%. Heavy 
selling soon sent it down to 20K, from which 
there was a slight reaction, the close being 
at 21. During the day there were sales of 
5,065 shares. During the last two months 


Lake Street has been comparatively strong. 


Oct. 16 it reached the highest point of the 
year, selling at 27%. 

There were sales of 2,800 shares of West 
Chicago during the day and from a weak 
opening at 114% it sold down to 110%. This 
was the most serious decline perhaps of any 
and the low point touched came within 1 
point of being the lowest of the year. Feb. 
5 West Chicago sold as low as 109%. The 
highest point reached during the year was 
June 3, when it sold at 185%. It had sold at 
120% on Dec. 3 and the close Thursday was 
116, showing a decline of 5% points during the

day. 
Break in North Chicago. 

North Chicago opened yesterday at 208 
from a close at 302 the day before. There 
were sales of only 405 shares, but this was 
sufficient to depress it. The opening sale 
was account, and this went down to 206 for 
the closing price. There was but one sale 
of regular during the day, that being at 295. 
The decline in North Chicago was, there- 
fore, 7 points from the previous day. North 
Chicago has been strong during the last 
8. or three weeks, and Dec. 10 it sold at

Diamond Match suffered heavily in the 
general depression. The close on Thursday 
was at 128%, as compared with 138% Dec. 
12. Yesterday the first sale made was at 
126% account and 126 regular. There were 
sales during the day of 12,325 shares, with 
a tendency constantly downward. The close 
was at 120%, showing a decline of 8% points 
in twenty-four hours. 

Western Stone was not so active on the 
market as some of the other stocks, only 350 
shares being traded in during the day. On 
Tuesday of this week Western Stone gold 
at 79, and the close on Thursday was at 
716%. Following the general tendency down- 
ward, Western Stone opened yesterday at 
73, and gold off to 70, the closing figure, show- 
— a decline of 6% points in the twenty-four 

ours. 

Alley L“ did not show so serious « de- 
cline as others, for the reason that the 
stock Was so low that there was not the op- 
portunity for a depression that existed in 
the higher-priced stocks. Alley .““ sold 
Dec. 2 at 10. It has gone off since that Gime 
with only occasional recoveries until the 
close on Thursday was at 6%... Yesterday it 
opened at 6 and sold off to 5%, the lowest 
point it has touched during the present year. 

Every broker on the market who is at all 
active had a busy day in consequence of the 
wide range in fluctuations. Customers whose 
purchases were being carried on margins 
were sold out in many instances, and, on 
the other hand, there were many customers 
with ample means who took advantage of 
the occasion to make large purchases. The 
snies were much heavier than on ordinary 
days. 

Interest in New York Stocks. 

More interest was taken in New York 
stocks and the quotations on the New York 
Stock’ Exchange in Chicago than in local 
securities. The trading in New York for 
the account of Chicago customers was par- 
ticularly heavy. It happened not once but 
dozen of times during the day that orders 
would be given for a purchase of a security 
at the latest quotation, and the order would 
be executed in New York at from 1 to 4or 5 
points below the order. The interest in the 
New York quotaions on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange at times overshadowed even the 
interest taken in the local market. The 
brokers would leave their trading and 
gathér around the board on which is posted 
the New York quotations to watch the de- 
cline in prices. 

New York banks ran up their rates on call 
loans yesterday to 25, 30, and 75 per cent, 
and one report was received to the effect 
that a call loan had been made at the rate 
of 80 per cent. The increased rates in New 
York had no effect upon the local market, 
however. The rates for call loans here re- 
main steadily at 5 per cent, and while the 
banks were perhaps inclined to scrutinize 
more closely collateral offered loans went 
on the same as usual. There was no partic- 
ular increase in the demand for money and 
the loans for the day were but little if any 
greater than for previous days. One of the 
disquieting rumors received in Chicago and 
one that was given the widest possible cur- 
rency on the Stock Exchange and brokers’ 
offices and in financial circles generally, 
was that the bank Presidents of New York 
were to hold a meeting during the afternoon 
and call upon the President to suspend 
specie payments. This was not looked upon 
as being worthy of any particular credénce, 
but nevertheless it caused a certain degree 
of uneasiness. John J. Mitchell, President 
of the IIlinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
called up the Chase National Bank in New 
York over the long distance telephone and 
had a conversation with Henry W. Cannon, 
the President of that institution. Mr. Can- 
nen replied to Mr. Mitchell's queries, saying 
such a course had never for one moment 
been thought of; that there was to be no 
meeting of bank Presidents to take action 
on that or any other question, and that 
while there had been a great flurry on the 
stock market it had had no effect upon the 
banks other than the few call loans made at 
greatly increased rates.
